To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Leominster  &  Wigmore  Rural 

District  Council. 

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

Your  Sanitary  Inspector  and  I  have  pleasure  in 
presenting  our  joint  report  for  the  year  1955. 

Though  there  were  no  outbreaks  of  infectious  disease 
of  a  major  or  serious  character  during  the  twelve  months,  a 
minor  epidemic  of  Measles  occurred  and  185  cases  were  notified. 

It  will  be  recalled  that  the  district  was  free  from  this 
disease  during  1954;  and  that  in  1953  we  the  most  extensive 
outoreak  for  quite  a  long  period.  As  3^5  cases  were  notified 
during  that  year,  the  number  of  susceptible  children  in  the 
community  even  now,  two  years  later,  must  be  exceptionally  low. 

The  Tuberculosis  Register  contains  the  names  of  eighty 
five  persons  who  are  known  to  be  suffering  from  this  disease, 
either  in  the  lungs  (62  cases)  or  in  other  parts  of  the  body 
(2i  cases).  Five  new  cases  were  notified  during  the  year;  but 
the^ deletion  of  persons  dying,  recovering,  or  leaving  the 
district,  has  caused  the  total  on  the  register  to  remain  almost 
the  same  as  last  year.  It  is  to  be  expected  that  in  the  course 
of  coming  years  there  will  be  a  progressive  fall  in  the 
occurrence  of  Tuberculosis  in  the  community,  when  the  cumulative 
effect  of  better  housing,  of  3.G.G  Vaccination  of  children 
against  Tuberculosis,  and  of  the  detection  of  unsuspected  chronic 
cases,  or  early  cases  by  periodical  visits  of  the  Miniature 
Radiography  Unit,  reduces  the  number  of  new  cases  reported 
annually. 

Members  will  observe  that  the  birth  rate  for  1955 
was,  at  12.8  per  thousand,  a  little  below  the  14.9  per  thousand 
recorded  for  1954-  Though  slight  fluctuations  up  and  down  are 
in  the  nature  of  things  and  should  not  be  regarded  seriously, 
we  should  take  note  of  trends.  In  that  connection  I  must 
indicate  tha,t  the  trend  since  194&  has  been  downward.  The  rate 
in  1948  was  20.3*  Not  since  1937;  a  year  when  industrial  and 
agricultural  activity  was  at  about  its  lowest  level,  has  the 
rate  fallen  below  13  per  thousand.  In  view  of  this  we  shall 
watch  with  keen  interest  developments  during  forthcoming  years. 

Under  the  Housing  Repairs  and  Rents  Act,  1954;  the 
Council  were  required  to  prepare,  by  August  30th,  1955,  a 
programme  for  the  replacement  of  property  in  the  district  that 
is  unfit  for  human  habitation.  Accordingly  the  Ministry  of 
Housing  and  Local  Government  was  informed  that  the  total  number 
of  permanent  dwellings  in  the  district  was  3; 197;  and  that, 
of  this  number,  there  were  350  houses  unfit  for  human  habitation 
within  the  meaning  of  Section  9  of  the  1954  Act.  In  the 
Council's  opinion  a  period  of  about  25  years  would  be  necessary 
to  secure  the  demolition  of  all  these  houses,  and,  to  that  end, 
the  Council  undertook  to  deal  with  25  houses  each  year  under 
Section  11  of  the  Housing  Act,  1936. 
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The  year  1955  was  notable  in  that  construction 
work  was  in  progress  on  the  water  supply  schemes  for 
Leintwardine,  Wigmore,  Luston  -  Eyton,  Shobdon  -  Aymestrey  - 
Yatton,  and  Lingen.  The  completion  of  these  schemes  will 
mean  that  a  good  portion  of  the  most  populous  parts  of  the 
west  and  north  of  the  district  will  have  been  provided  with 
a,  pure  and  abundant  piped  water  supply.  In  view  of  the 
urgent  needs  of  people  residing  to  the  east  and  the  south, 
as  well  as  those  in  Monkland  and  Orleton,  the  attention  of 
the  Council  will  now  turn  towards  tho  provision  of  similar 
facilities  for  them. 


Your  Sanitary  Inspector  and  I  would  like  to 
acknowledge  our  appreciation  of  the  keen  interest  taken  by 
the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Housing  Committee  in  our 
day  to  day  activities.  We  find  this  to  be  not  only  an 
encouragement  to  us,  but  an  incentive  as  well.

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  AND  INSPECTIONS

WATER  SAMPLING 
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All  mains  water  in  the  district  is  sampled  at  frequent 
intervals.  Results  have  been  satisfactory. 

Bacteriological  Sampling 

Samples  of  water  for  bacteriological  analysis  from 
mains,  wells  and  springs  taken  during  the  year  and  sent  to 
the  laboratory  at  Hereford  numbered  202.  These  samples 
yielded  the  following  results: 

Satisfactory  146 

Unsatisfactory  56 

Chemical  Sampling 

One  sample  of  water  for  chemical  analysis  was  taken 
during  the  year  and  submitted  to  the  laboratory  at  Birmingham. 
The  result  was  satisfactory. 

DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE  , 


Sewage  Disposal  Works  on  housing  sites  have  been 
inspected  weekly.  The  plants  are  working  satisfactorily. 

The  contents  arc  removed  at  regular  intervals  from  the 
settling  tanks,  thus  ensuring  efficient  working. 

Sewage  disposal  in  the  district  is  mainly  by  private 
septic  tanks  and  filter  beds  and  by  the  conservancy  system. 

REFUSE  COLLECTION 

A  satisfactory  house-to-house  refuse  collection  service 
is  in  operation  and  is  working  well.  Collections  are  made 
twice  monthly  in  the  larger  parishes  and  once  a  month  in  the 
smaller  ones. 

Tips  are  situated  at  Shobdon,  Fidler's  Elbow, 
Leintwardine ,  Bodenham  and  Brimfield. 

RIVERS  AND  STREAMS 


The  sole  instance  of  pollution  of  any  river  or  stream 
occured  at  Brimfield.  It  arose  from  the  Wyson  Housing  Estate. 

DISINFECTION  on  account  of  INFECTIOUS  DISEASE 


Inspections  and  re-inspections  made  in  connection  with 
infectious  disease  numbered  27;  disinfection  was  carried  out 
in  9  houses. 

FACTORIES  AND  WORKSHOPS 

Ninety  inspections  have  been  made  at  the  various 
factories  with  and  without  mechanical  power  in  the  district. 
The  factories  without  mechanical  power  are  small  generally, 
employing  only  two  or  three  persons.  Five  informal  notices 
have  been  served  for  minor  defects.  Four  of  these  were  for 
want  of  cleanliness  and  one  for  insufficient  sanitary 
conveniences.  On  the  whole  the  regulations  are  carried  out 
satisfactorily.

At  the  end  of  1955  the  Tuberculosis  Register  contained 
the  names  of  fifty-two  males  and  thirty-three  females  who 
normally  reside  within  the  district. 

During  the  year  five  now  cases  were  notified,  four  on 
account  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  and  one  Non-Pulmonary .  One  case 
moved  into  the  district. 

During  the  same  period,  three  persons  recovered,  one  died 
and  one  left  the  district.
